4 ef Proclamation commanding all His Majeſties Subjefs and Servants that have any Office, 
Place, or Fee, of His Guift or Grant, forthwith togive their 
attendance upon Hi Perſon. 


Heat as byaStatutemadein the Eleaventh year of Our Royall Progenicor King Henry the ſea- 

venth, all Our SubjeRs (other then thoſe thatare excepted inthar AR) having any Offices, 

Fees,or Annuities of Our guiftor grant (beſides their common bond of Allegiance) are bound 

under the penalty of looſing and forfeiting their Offices,Fees and Annuities, ro givetheir Arten- 

dance upon Us, when We {hall fortunetogoe in the Warres in Our own Perſon, forthe de- 

fer.ce otthe Realmie, or againſtRebells for the ſubduing and ſuppreſſing of them: And whereas 

diverſt of Our Subjects that have Offices, Fees orannuities of Our guittor granc, and diverſe of 

Our Meniall Servants, who by their Places and Offices ought at alltimes togiye their atten- 

danceupon Our Perſon, have negleQed their attendance in the time of this Rebellion, when 

We have becn engaged inthe Warre in Our own Perſon; ſome upon pretence of leave, or diſpenſation fromUs,and ſome 
upon other pretences, which We {hall no longer permit, as well in regard of Our Honour, as Our ſafety, being reſolved to 
ooc in Peron, for the ſubduing and repreſfing of the Rebells in Armes againſt Us : We have therefore choughe ficta 
publiſh this Our Proclamation,and doe hereby Command and Require, all Our Subjes and Servants whatſoever, that 
have any Offices, places.Fees,or Annuities from Us or of Our guifeor Grant (other then ſuch as are in preſent Servicg 
or imployment in Our Armies, orare otherwile imployed in Qur ſpeciall ſervice by our immecdiat Command) forth- 
with to repairto Our Courtat Oxford, and givetheir Attendance upon Our Perſon there withall convenient (peed, and 
atthe fartheſt, beforethe tweatiech day of Aprill next comming, any leave or diſpenſation, or pretencoof Licence from 
Ic of anv ocher pretence or excuſe whatſoever norwithſtanding :letting chem hereby knovy . thar in cafe they [!
